An Interesting canard gained wide 
currency recently to the effect that a 
f«moua retired crook, caught beating 
a slot machine by depositing a Blue 
instead of a nickel, was carried on the 
pension list of the American Bankers 
Association. The idea was that the 
pension kept him from robbing banks, 
but F. N. Shepherd, executive man­ 
ager of the Association, promptly 
spoiled the story.

"There is absolutely no basis for 
this report," he said. "The American 
Bankers Association conducts a pro­ 
tective department to prevent and 
prosecute criminal activities against 
banks who are members of the Asso­ 
ciation, with the idea of safeguarding 
property and bringing just punish­ 
ment to offenders, but it Is no part 
of the work of the Association to buy 
off criminals directly or Indirectly. 
The rules of the department expressly 
provide that BO case once committed 
by a member bank to the Association 
can be taken out of Its hands, nor the 
offens* condoned or compromised. 
Mufh less would a blanket compro­ 
mise with the criminal proclivities of 
any crook by means of money tribute 
be entered into by the Association.

I The United States Civil Service 
i Commission has announced an ex- 
i amlnation to be held at Gardena, 
I California, on April 14, 1923, to 
i fill the^josltion of rural carrier 
at Torrance and vacancies that may 

! later occur on rural routes from 
I that post office. The salary of a 
j rural carrier on a standard daily! 
i wagon route of 24 miles is $1800 
! per annum, with an additional $30 
| per mile per annum for each mile 
I or major fraction thereof in ex- 
I cess of 24 miles. The salary on 
I motor routes ranges from $2450 to 
| $2600 ,fper annum, according to 
length. Separate examinations for 
motor routes and wagon routes are 
no longer held. Appointments to 
both positions will be made from 
the same register. The examination 
will be open only to citizens who 
are actually domiciled in the ter­ 
ritory of the post office where the 
vacancy exists and who meet the 
other requirements set forth in 
Form 1977. Both men and women, 
If qualified, may enter this exami­ 
nation, but appointing officers 
,have the legal right to specify the 
sex desired in requesting certifi­ 
cation of eligibles. Women will 
not be considered for rural carrier 
appointment unless they are the 
widows of U. S. soldiers, sailors, or 
rffarlnes, or the wives of U. S. sol­ 
diers, sailors or marines who are 
physically disqualified for exami­ 
nation by reason of Injuries re­ 
ceived in the line of military duty. 
Form 1977 and application blanks 
may be obtained from the offices 
mentioned above or from the United 
States Civil Service Commission at 
Washington, D. C Applications 
should be forwarded to the Com­ 
mission at Washington, D. C., at 
the earliest practicable date.

More Economics, Less Politics
Seen as Necessity Sound

Money Required.

The problem of European rehabili­ 
tation is set forth in simple and 
clear-cut terms in a statement of the i 
general principles Involved, prepared 
for the Journal of the American 
Bankers Association by B. M. Ander- 
Bon, Jr., an economist of national [ 
reputation, who has devoted partlcu-j 
lur study to America's Interest in the 
foreign situation. Mr. Anderson 
schedules these main principles as 
follows:

1. Free play of private enter­ 
prise Is the great hope of the fu­ 
ture. This means, on the one 
hand, that government* should 
withdraw as rapidly as possible 
frorn the 'practice of bread sub­ 
sidies, unemployment doles, pub­ 
lic operation and control of In­ 
dustry, and the like. It means, 
on the other hand, that many 
governments must perform, far 
better than they have been per­ 
forming what Is perhaps the 
greatest economic function of 
government   the provision 'o» 
sound money as a basis for safe 
business.

2. Economic considerations 
must be given priority over politi­ 
cal considerations, and steps to­ 
ward rehabilitation must be based 
on a realistic summing up of as­ 
sets and liabilities.

3. Patchwork solutions deal­ 
ing with only one or two ele­ 
ments of the problem are unlikely 
to be successful. Just because 
reparations and Interallied debts, 
public finance, currency re­ 
form and so on are really tied 
together, It Is necessary that we 
should undertake to accomplish 
all of them In one comprehensive 
plan If we are to accomplish 
much In connection with any of 
them.

A Comprehensive Plan
4. A comprehensive plan 

should undertake to accomplish 
the following things: 
(a) The restoration of the moneys 

of continental Europe to a gold basis. 
Since this obviously cannot be done 
for most of the former belligerents 
at the old gold pars, it is necessary 
that newer and much lower gold pars 
should be established, at which gold 
redemption can be speedily begun 
and certainly maintained. In the 
case of those currencies whose values 
have approached the vanishing

«oHE has the evil eye," said Pumas,
d "she will bring a curse upon any 

man who loves her."
History knows the beautiful woman 

of whom he spoke as Lola Montez, 
but she was christened Elizabeth, the 
daughter of an Irish woman and Lord 
Byron, by the left hand. Afterward 
the mother married and went to In 
din with her soldier husband. When 
the girl was sixteen, her mother came 
back to England for a time, and the 
young mistress proceeded to run 
away, marrying a soldier and depart­ 
ing for India.

Elizabeth left India, .stopped in 
Spain, and changed her name to Lola 
Montez. She studied dancing and de­ 
termined to storm London. Her ap­ 
pearance in 1843 was heralded as a 
great event, but she could not dance. 
Her failure brought hisses, and she re­ 
turned to the continent, wandering 
through Germany and Belgium. Then 
she went to Warsaw. She conceived the 
idea of calling herself a Pole, tof 
whom everybody felt sympathy be­ 
cause of their struggle for liberty. 
So Lola came to Paris, under another 
name, and started to dance. Once 
more hisses greeted her. It was the 
last straw. She flew into a fury, tore 
off her slippers and garters, and threw 
them at the audience.

1'nrls had been won. Lola, dropping 
her other name, became the fashion 
of the day. An editor was killed in 
a duel about her, and Dumas pro­ 
nounced the line quoted above, which 
drove her from the capital. She next 
turned up In Munich and enslaved old 
King Ludwig. Then folly took hold 
of her. She started to rale the state 
and soon got Into water so deep that 
she almost lost her llfe.^A mob sur­ 
rounded her palace aMp&ngrlly de­ 
manded that she come out Lola 
came, in her nightgown, pistol In 
hand. She emptied the contents into

point, even more drastic measures 
may be necessary.

(b) Public finances must be re­ 
formed by such drastic increases in 
taxes and such radical reductions in 
expenditures as will enable the gov­ 
ernments to pay their way without 
further Increase in domestic debt. 
Floating debts should be funded into 
long time issues.

(c) A workable adjustment of the 
reparations problem based on eco­ 
nomic realities Is essential.

(d) Artificial trade barriers must 
be greatly modified.

(e) The governments of Great Brit­ 
ain and the United States, in consid­ 
eration of radical reforms on the 
continent of Europe, can well afford 
to reduce greatly or even cancel the 
debts of their continental allies.

(f) The bankers of the United 
States, Qreat Britain, Japan and per­ 
haps other non-European countries, 
la consideration of financial reforms 
in continental Europe, should, and 
doubtless would, be ready to place 
with the investors of their countries 
substantial frfocky of continental s<- 
curltles to provide necessary work- 
Ing capital, to facilitate the financial 
and currency reforms and to assist 
In Industrial revival on the continent 
ot Europe, taking great pains that no 
part of the new loans be i|sed for 
non-essential purposes.
